making it nn easy prey. 


This marine monster, for it is nothing 


else, weighs three hundred pounds, mens- 
ures sis feet from its mouth to tho tip of 
its toil, and six feet from tho end of ouo 
flipper to the end of tho other. 
Unlike the 


turtle, it is oblong in shape ; tho shell on 
tho back is black and is subdivided into six 
distinct parts by ridges about one.half 
inch in height. 
Tho flippers, whieh are 


like tho flukes of E whale, and belly are 
spotted liko a leopard, and the former are 
devoid of the claws which are found on the 
flippers of a turllo. The shell is soft both 
on tho back and belly, and it has two largo 
sharp and strong teeth on the lower jaw, 
and ouo in the centre of the upper law.
